Tlu'y should be pluced close togelhcr in 
winter, bnt In sumnier can lie slid a few 
inches ajinrt to admit sir. A few slats 
should lm lutiled hack of them to pre- 
vent accidents from domestic evictions. 

The roosts are it feet above the floor, 
18 or 20 inches apart, and are secured 
at the ends by nails. Tlie laying room 
is attached to the north end, which 
affords a donble protection to tlie 
sleeping department, besides being very 
vonvenient for a storeroom. Its advan- 
tages are that in gathering eggs or look- 
ing after "sitters'' you are in a elean 
room, and do not have to disturb the re- 
mainder of the flock. This part 
made 10 feet long and .1 feet wide, at- 
tending it several feet in front of main 
hnilding, to serve as a wind break.
